Claims 6-9, 36-37, 41 and 42 are pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 6-9, 36-37, 41 and 42 are allowed over prior art of record. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 6, examiner agrees with applicant argument "the combination of 
Eakins, Eraslan and Haruo is improper because the combination fails to discloses or 
suggest a method of searching for a query in an image or sequence of images that 
includes, inter alia, providing an object descriptor including a plurality of perspective 
view descriptors, each perspective view descriptor representing the outline of the shape 
of a two-dimensional object... " page 9 [of Appeal Brief dated XXXX?].

37 and 41-42 are allowed under the same reason.
